New York, Oct. 5. 


_ The news is interesting—relative to the 


difficulty already mentioned at the Chihua- 
hua Islands, between the officers of the Pe- 
ruvian man-of-war and the American cap- 
tains at the Island, and in which the Captain 
of the American bark "Defiance" was badly 
wounded. Some time after the first difficul- 
ty, the "Defiance" being ready for sea, fired 
a parting salute to his country in the harbor, 
it being a nneable offence to discharge fire- 
arms in that buy, an officer from the Peruvi- 
an marine was sent on board the Defiance to 
recover the fine which wns promptly paid by 
the Captain, but some insulting words pass- 
ing between the Peruvian officer and tbe 
American Captain, the latter ordered the 
former to leave the Vessel. 


The officerg having left the vessel the 


Capt. fired a second gup, which so enraged 
the Peruvian comroancfant that he ordered 
three armed boats alongside the Defiance, to 
arrest the Capt. Having boarded tbe Amer- 
ican ve«»el an encounter took place between 
the Americans and, Peruvians, in which the 
latter accidentally «Kot one of their own men, 
and wounded th6 Captain and several of tbe 
crew of th* Defence. They then seized the 
Captatn, bound his bartd* and feet together, 
and threw him from the deck of bis vessel 
into one of the boat* along-side, which 
severely iniured him by the fall, and then 
conducted him on board the guard ship. 


Th» Commandant then placed a Peruvian 


officer and crew on the Defiance, and aent a 
vessel to Calk). They retained the Captain 
in confinement on the Island. Immediately 
oo the receipt at intelligence of this diffi- 
enlty, Mr. Clay chartered the British Mail 
Steamer Bogate and proceeded to Chihuahua
